~ Overcomes Gravity Force 


Strange Claim Made In England By 
Young Scientist 
, Eng.—R. H. Tate, young 
eects. ‘claims to have overcome 
the laws of gravity, according to des- 
patches recently from West Hartle- 
pool to the Daily Express. 

The experiment was demonstrated 
in a secret laboratory test, when a 
| piece of metal—absolutely unattach- 
ed to anything—-was suspended in 
mid-air, the despatches said. 

Tate placed on the floor the metal 
which was said to resemble alumi- 
num but was of a composition here- 
to-fore unknown, and placed a simi- 
lar piece of metal above it in the air.

NEW AGRICULTURE 
TEXT DISTRIBUTED 


A new text book on agriculture is 
now being distributed by the school 
book branch of the Department of 
Education for use in the high schools 
of the province. It bears the title 
“Canadian Agriculture. for High 
Schools,” and is authorized as a text 
for the higher grades, the elementary 
grades already having a text on the 
subject. The authors are a number of 
the members of the faculty of agri- 
jculture at the University of Alberta, 
and the book is particularly concerned 
with and adapted to the conditions of 
Alberta farm life and work. Alberta 
is the first province in the Dominion 
to have an advanced text of this des- 
cription. 


THE RADIO PROBLEM 


The radio situation has settled down 
to a fight between powerful stations 
doing national broadcasting and weak 
local stations. The Federal Radio 
Commission must decide whether 
there is a public demand for the local 
stations, and if not, whether it can 
ignore the property rights of these 
stations and silence them for all time, | 


Because their programs are usually 
of a high standard the larger stations 
enjoy the greatest popularity. Local 
stations are tolerated as long as they 
do not interfere with stations broad- 
casting a better program and are act- 
ually a boon when broadcasting dur- 
ing the periods the large stations are 
off the air, 

The Independent Broadcasters’ As- 
sociation, which is defending the 162 
stations ordered off the air, may be 
partly right in its argument that com- 
munities have the same right to local 
radio stations as they have to local
